A ROUT 


Whole Divisions of Russian Army Are 


Cut to Pieces, 


HEAVY GUNS TRAINEO ON FLEEING FORCES 


By Wedge Movement a Large Force of Russians Was 


Corralled-Flerce Fighting Coutinues-Coiint Cassini 


Says This Defeat Will Result in Russian 


Reinforcements, 


Tokyo, March 11.—The latest dispatches from the front today 


indicate the Russian retreat has becom'e a rout. The Russians are 
flying northward, with the Japanese following closely. So vigorous 


• arid relentless has become the pursuit that whole 
divisions of the 


enemy are cut into small sections. 


A wedge was driven into the Russian center on Hun river, on 


which Gen. Kuropatkin relied to cover his retreat. By this move- 
ment the Russians have been enveloped ' between 
the wedge and 


Oku's army on the west. The Russian retreat has 
lost all sem- 


blance of order. The Russians lost heavily during these maneuvers. 
Heavy Japanese guns were trained 
On the 
routed sections and 


wrought .awful havoc. *A large force of Russians was corralled. 


The Russians are now fighting desperately to pierce the cordon. 


The Japanese are directing energies now to the annihilation of the 
surrounding forces and forcing them to surrender. 
It seems inevit- 


able but that the Japanese movement will succeed and that the en- 
tire Russian" army will be cut up. The Russians lost practcally all' 
the heavy guns and the hurried retreat offers no opportunity for pre- 
paring for defense. 
Advices indicate General Nogi has completed 


in effect a juncture with General Kuroki in the East. The extent of 
the Russian casualities is still in doubt, but it is known that the 
losses of guns and munitions are enormous.

place the 


number of prisoners taken at between 20,000 and 
50,000.

RUSSIANS FEAR FAMINE. 


St. Petersburg, March 
11.—(Bulle- 


tin)—Private advices from the front 
sfete toflay that 900 officers of the 
Manchunan army signed a round rob- 
in addressed to General Kuropatkin, 
demanding the conclusion of hostili- 
ties owing to the menance of a famine. 
Every effort is being made to conceal 
the enormity of the Russian disaster 
from the people. The officials main- 
tain a confident front saying1 Kuropat- 
kin, will undoubtedly be able to extri- 
cate himself. They add he may not 
remain long at Tie Ling, but may con- 
tinue direct to Harbin, which offers 
better advantages for defending him- 
self and for securing re-inforcements.

St. Petersburg. March 11.—The

•ward Tie pass, -around which are 
bills which'-were prepared for defense 
after the battle of Liaoyang in Sep- 
tember.

mense stores, it seems certain, Iiave 
been destroyed. 
The Japanese have 


not yet reported the capture of guns, 
but it seems hardly likely that Kuro- 
patkin could have removed all of his 
artillery. The result of Oyama's great 
turning movement is said to depend 
on General Kawamura's army, which 
is supposed to be moving from the 
east toward Kuropatkin's line of re- 
treat. 
Should he reach the military 


road, which runs almost in a direct 
line from Fushun to Tie pass, before 
the passage of the Russian army, the 
circuit will be complete; as Nogi's 
guns already command the railway 
and should soon control the Mandarin 
road, which is a short distance east 
of the railway and runs parallel with 
it. The army of General Kaulbars, 
which has bee.n pressed back across 
the western plain, fighting every inch 
of ground, is moving northward to 
protect the line of retreat from west- 
ward attacks, while General Bilder- 
ling is protecting the rear against 
Generals Oku and Nodzu, and Line- 
vltch is doing his best to hold the mil- 
itary road against Kuroki. They have 
numbers against them, but have suc- 
ceeded against odds in similar re- 
treats before. 


General RennenkampfTs force of 


somewhat fewer than 10..000 men on 
the extreme east is in a precarious 
position, but the force is a mobile one 
and the officers know the mountains 
well. "With the exception of Rennen- 
kampfrs,' all the Russian troops are 
now concentrated on the roads lead- 
ing northwest, and it may take an- 
other 24 hours to decide their fate. 


The losses in the operations preced- 


ing the battle and those in the battle 
proper must have reached enormous 
proportions, but tip to the present nei- 
ther side has attempted an estimate. 
They will exceed the Snakhe losses, 
in which the Russians alone lost in 
killed, wounded and missing C7.000 
men. 


Field Marshal Oyama arranged his

OREAT'INTEREST 


In the Japs' Encircling

London, March 11.—There is intense 


interest in the result of the Japanese 
encircling movement and its possible 
effect on the future progress of the 
war. The opinion is that, while the 
Russian fighting force is disabled and 
probably will be obliged to retire far- 
ther than Tie pass or even Harbin, the 
fighting spirit of the Russian nation 
will be increased rather than deterred 
by the defeat. The Japanese legation 
'has been inundated with congratula- 
tions, and everywhere the prime note 
was praise of the genius of_ Marshal 
Oyama. ' "

The difiiculty of predicting what 


line Emperor Nicholas will take is ad- 
mitted on all sides; but there is still 
in some quarters an opinion that 
peace will ensue. 
According to the 


Daily Graphic overtures have already 
commenced, the emperor's readiness 
to negotiate having been intimated to 
the French government, and commu- 
nications having passed between the 
British and French governments with 
a view to Great Britain's opening com- 
munications with Japan. It is impos 
sible at present to confirm or verify 
the statement of the Daily Graphic.

St. Petersburg, March 
11.—The 


latest reverse to Russian arms is dis- 
cussed on all sides. Kuropatkin's 
brief message was circulated about 
the city in newspaper extras and it 
was passed from mouth to mouth. 
Two thoughts formed instantly in the 
minds of every one, and two words 
were on every lip, "Surrender, peace," 
the former dreaded, the latter hoped 
for. 
Every one is discussing peace, 


which some declare is inevitable. It 
openly is bruited that Rojestvensky's 
fleet has been recalled and is now on 
the way homeward. Aside from peace, 
defeat may bring other consequences 
in its train. That an enormous impe- 
tus has been given to the reform 
movement" is plain, even to the most 
reactionary conservatists; but the im- 
mediate result chiefly dreaded is the 
effect on internal disorders, not only 
in the capital, but also, since St. Pe- 
tersburg is not Russia, on the millions 
of peasants in the vast agricultural re- 
gions, among whom the spirit of re- 
volt is now incubating and already 
has hatched pillage and arson in a few 
districts. It is believed, however, that 
the government is able to nip these 
uprisings in the bud. 


But generally the defeat cuts deeply 


and is keenly felt, especially by fami- 
lies represented in the endangered 
army. 
The spirit of unpatriotic ex- 


ultation will do the Liberals no goorl 
at this time, as the defeat entails the 
sacrifice of so many thousands of Rus- 
sian lives that the people fear to count 
up their losses. It is realized that in 
the fighting before Mukden was evac- 
uated the death roll of the battle of 
Shakhe must have been far exceeded, 
and the streets of St. Petersburg, 
where every 
third woman wears 


crepe, will present a somber sight 
when the casualty lists arrive. 


The dispatch from Kuropatkin has 


been studied, and from the words "All 
our armies"' optimists draw the con- 
clusion that the bulk of the Russian 
forces got away clear, the commander- 
in-chief sacrificing, however, the de- 
voted rear guard, which flung itself as 
prey to the Japanese, who were clos- 
ing in on their trail, and sacrificing on 
either hand the greater part of his 
heavy artillery, especially the siege 
guns, and vast quantities of supplies. 


The Russ, in an editorial, strikes a 


stirring note, not minimizing the ex- 
tent of the defeat in Manchuria, but 
bidding the people not despair. The 
article contains no word about peace, 
its whole thought being uncompromis- 
ing prosecution of the war. though it 
is realized that this means much prep- 
aration for another battle, and that 
perhaps Tie pass may follow Mukden. 
It does not even demand General Ku- 
ropatkin's removal, but says it is first 
necessary to determine whether Rus- 
sia has a better general. "While hold- 
ing up the hands of the government in 
regard to the continuation of the war, 
the Russ solemnly warns if' of the 
necessity of internal reforms. 


Tolstoi's Statement, 


London, March 11.—Count Tolstoi, 


in a letter to the London Times, says 
that he regards not only the Russian 
government, but all governments, as 
"intricate 
institutions sanctified by 


tradition and custom for the purpose 
of committing by violence and with 
impunity the most dreadful

jury today was along emotional lines, 
but the prisoner endured the ordeal 
without tears. 


There could be no crime without a 


motive., Dawley declared. He asked 
what motive Mr. Beckwith could have 
to rob the 'bank and wreck the snlen- 
did refutation he enjoyed. .He said 
Mr. Beckworth was not a. conspirator. 
He declared in that convicting Mrs. 
Chadwick, the jury would be branding 
Beckwith as a conspirator and none 
believed this ought to be done. Re- 
ferring to the standing of the woman 
under the 
law, Dawiey said 
Mrs. 


Chadwick was classed, legally, with 
the insane, idiots and infants. 
She 


could not vote or serve on a jury. 
That beins so, she had the right to

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Tbe Editor's 25th Anniversary. 


Yesterday's issue of The Advocate 


closed a distinct chapter in the history 
of tins paper that possibly is of more 
interest to the writer in a sense than 
to the public. Yet it is one that fur- 
nishes a text tor a short editorial dis- 
course. 


Twenty-five years ago March 10, The 


Newark 
Advocate passed under its 


present 
editorial 
management. For 


twenty-five years—a quarter of a cen- 
tury—it has continued to tje pubiisii- 
ed 
under 
that 
management, and 


the editor of The Advocate celebrates 
the silver anniversary of the 
paper. 


Such an important milestone as 
the 


life of a newspaper and its editor, nat- 
urally gives rise to a good many re- 
flections. 
At such, a time the mind 


naturally reverts to the 
many 
and 


great changes that have occurred in 
the quarter of a century past. Many 
of these changes, in the 
inevitable 


march of time, are tinged with sad- 
ness and regret; many more marking 
the footsteps of constant progress are 
matters of congratulation. 


The Newark Advocate was founded 


in 1820, eighty-five years ago, by the 
late Benjamin Briggs, Esq. During 
that long period of time there have 
beea practically but five links in the 
change of its* editorial 
management. 


Benjamin Briggs, the founder, was for 
a long time the editor of tlie paper, 
for':,something over 30 years. Then 
came Hon. Wm. D. Morgan, of editor- 
ial .fame. Then for a short time, \V- 
"W. Kingsbury, and 
Lewis Glessner. 


Then Mr. Morgan again for a short 
time, who was succeeded in 1880 by 
the -present editor. 


We trust that we shall not be charg- 


ed with egotism when we say tliat the 
history of ifhe Advocate, like the his- 
tory of thp community of this city and 
county, 'in which it has been publish- 
ed so long, has been a history of con- 
tinual progress and improvement, and 
a. history of valuable and well appre- 
ciated services to the public. Newark, 
like most towns of its srze, lias been 
the scene of a great many newspaper 
experiments, but The Advocate has 
proved again the survival of the fiuesi» 
the only other paper in the city of age 
being The 
American-Tribune, which 


had its origin as the organ of the new 
Republican, party in this locality about 
fifty year ago. 


Manj- sad changes have come in our 


personal experience and editorial as- 
sociations since our advent In New- 
ark 
twenty-five years ago. Two, at 


least, bl our loved ctlltoriui contem- 
poraries, have passed away—Mr. Dan- 
iel Osuimer. of 
JSanesvllIe, 
and 
Mr. 


Barney McCabe, ol' Coshocton. Since 
that time, too, many of the prominent 
Democratic leaders 
and 
workers of. 


Licking county have gone from the 
earth, among them Hon. William Bell, 


Jr., Judge D. A. Allen, C. S. Brady, 
Gibson Atherton, Captain Owens, and 
many others. But life goes on; new 
issues arise and new men come upon 
the stage of action to confront them. 


Newark has about three times the 


population it had when we came here 
twenty-five years ago, rapidly develop- 
ing frcm a city of some 9,000 inhabi- 
tants to a city of nearly 25,000 popula- 
tion. 
Its importance and 
magnitude 


as a manufacturing and business cen- 
ter have increased in a much larger 
ratio. 
Twenty-five years 
ago there 


was comparatively little manufacturing 
done in Newark—today there Is not a 
city of its size in Ohio that compares 
with it as a 
manufacturing 
center. 


And the city has kept pace, too, in Us 
constant onward progress in all that 
contributes to the highest 
type of 


modern civilization. We have a right 
to say that The Advocate has con- 
stantly been a factor in the improve- 
ment of the city of Newark and the 
county of Licking, and that its influ- 
ence and efforts have always been on 
the side of the betterment and im- 
provement in every way of the city 
and county, in which it is published. 


Never has The Advocate seen the 


time,, for the sake of a little partisan 
advantage, it was willing to traduce 
and injure the business interests of 
the community in which it is publish- 
ed, nor to villify our beautiful city and 
county and their financial standing 
abroad. 


Of course the 
same Improvement 


and development that has characteriz- 
ed the community has aiso character- 
ized The Advocate. We have an en 
tirely new plant now that Has no super- 
ior in all mechanical devices !n any 
city in Ohio, and it is thoroughly equip- 
ped in every respect for Jts "ne 01 bus- 
iness. The Advocate, too, Is the pion- 
eer of daily ne%vspaper printing 
in 


Newark, having published the first 
daily newspaper in this city, the first 
issue having been launched in 1882. 
Since the present editor took the man- 
agement of the paper we have been 
permitted to 
see 
two 
Democratic 


Presidents elected 
and inaugurated, 


and while the party has undergone 
those vicissitudes that pertain to all 
political parties, yet we believe that 
today notwithstanding the great tern 
porary landslide of last fall, is strong- 
er, more united, on better and higher 
ground and more hopeful of victory 
than it was twenty-five years ago, in 
1880. 


So much for the past. The Advo- 


cate today, while congratulating itself 
over the good progress and prosperity 
of the past, has its face turned towards 
the future. In that future it will ever 
continue to advocate, as It ever lias, 
in the past, pure Democracy, Honest 
self-government ,and the greatest good 
for the greatest number. It will stand 
for the business interests of Newark 
and Licking county—'the best interests 
o Ithe farmer, manufacturer, the cap- 
italist and the laborer—in all right and 
.possible ways. It will ever be found 


iu tho vanguard of the progress of hu- 
manity, advocating the people's cause; 
the cause of justice and right; the 
cause of progress and humanity; Ktern- 
ly rebuking the 
wrong wherever it 


finds it; refusing at all times to run 
after political wlll-o'-the-wi.sps and un- 
sound political fallacies, The Advocate 
will continue to be in the future, as 
in the past, safe, sound and conser- 
vative, and devoted to the Interests of 
the people and thecause of humanity.

TELLS OF HIS TRIP DOWN TO 


WASHINGTON, D, C. 


He Bought a Round Trip Ticket at 


Newark So Was Able to Get 


Home All Right. 


Cooky Jones is home from Wash- 


ington where he went to see that Mr 
Roosevelt was properly inaugurated 
Mr. Jones and the President are i>er 
sonal friends and to prove this it may 
be cited that Mr. Roosevelt rents the 
Jones building for postoffice use. 


"Cookey" had a pleasant smile when 


seen by an Advocate man Saturday. 
Asked to tell about his trip Mr. Jones 
handed out a good cigar and tapped 
his thought dome with the followin 
result: 


"We arrived in Washington amid 


snow, slush, and sunshine. Hundreds 
of men and teams were cleaning the 
streets, getting ready for the grand 
parade. 


"The two Misses Jones were at the 


depot to meet us. We were escorted 
out to Forest Glen, Md., by the two 
school maidens and were lodged in 
Carroll's Spring Sanitarium, near Na- 
tional Park Seminary. 
Thursday we 


went into the city sight seeing and to 
get our bearings for the inauguration. 
Met a number of Newark people and 
joined them in search for quarters. 
We stopped at St. James* Hotel to see 
about rooms for March 4, and 
were

ing Pennsylvania avenue, and 
after

River Railroad company, and Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner C. A. 
Prouty. 
Bach commented at length 


on President Roosevelt's views re- 
garding the regulation of interstate 
commerce rates. Mr. Prouty defended 
the proposed national legislation and 
Mr. Willcox vigorously opposed the in- 
terference of the government in the 
rate question. Judge Grosscup said 
that he saw serious danger in the 
whole question unless it was handled 
delicately, not 
only 
by President 


Roosevelt hut by the railroad men. 
The latter, he said, while insisting 
that there should be no confiscation 
of their property or supervision that 
in the long run would amount to con- 
fiscation, should join with the presi- 
dent 
in 
establishing 
a 
tribunal 


through which the nation's power 
could be honestly exercised.
